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+ SHOULD THE IMMIGRATION 
CAMPAIGN BE STOPPED? 

Not mahy, at any rate, in Western 
Canada, wi, agree with Mr. Monk 
that the timevhas’ atfived when Can: 
ada could safely stop efforts to in- 
duce suitable immigrants to ‘come 
hither, relying on the momentum al- 
ready gaitied to carry on the move- 
ment. 

Immigration effort is, of course, a 
means, to..ap end,,apd like other 
means, should be dropped when the 
end has been gained. It is adopted 
as a national policy ‘by countries with 
vagant lands to be occupied or other 
forms of natural resources to be de- 
veloped, and to which people do not 
voluntarily come in as large numbers 
as is desirable. When that object has 
been accomplished, when the lands 
have been occupied or the resources 
put in. process of development, or 
when @eAidé-Of humanity has.set s0 
strongly toward the country that it is 
certairt 6S éohtinue without further 
inducement, it would be a foolish and 
unjust expenditure of public money to 
keep up,the campaign no longer neces- 
sary. ¢ ‘ 

But has Canada reached that stage 
of evdiutidn ‘Where it woukd ‘be safe | 
to abandon the effort found necessary 
to get immigrants; and: so successful 
in getting them? Are the resources 
and opportunities of this country so 
widely and favorably known among

Not tid, Me. Monk and his colleagues 
reason well.

But if a merchant is unfortunate 
enough to have a bunch of bananas 
spoil on his hands he is charged for 
their destruction. Presumably the 
object is to charge ior non-combustible 
matetia! only. If so, the judge of 
what is combustible in the Decarie 
incinerator needs schooling. Manure 
certainly is not combustible in the in- 
stitution operated on the banks of 
Rat Creek, and nobody claims that 
the fault is in the manner of opera- 
tion. Whatever be the good or bad 
features of the Decarie incineretor it 
does not consume manure any better 
than a bonfire would do so, it merely 
smokes it and gives the neighbors the 
benefit of the operation. This per- 
haps would be appreciated in Con- 
stantinople, but in Edmonton it meets 
with the hearty and unanimous pro; 
test of every one living within range.
